Chancellor Heinrich Bruen- 
ing and the members of his 
cabinet resigned today and 
the resignations were ac- 
cepted by President Paul 
Von Hindenburg. 


The 
stern, 
hard-fisted, 


Chancellor, combination of soldier 
and student, who in the little more 
than two years he has guided the 
German republic through unpre- 
cedented storms and a financial 
near collapse, finally lost an up- 
hill fight against growing nation- 
alism and dissatisfaction with gov- 
ernment by emergency decrees. 


He was forced at last to make 


way for a cabinet In which con- 
servatives are likely to predom- 
inate and which, in turn, probably 
soon will have to give way to one 
dominated by the rising nationa" 
socialists of the 
young Fascist 
leader, Adolf Hitler, who romped 
away with the recent state Diet 
elections. 


As far as the mind of President 


Von Hindenburg was known today, 
he leans toward appointment of 
a new chancellor from thc nation- 
alists, but not the national social- 
ist, ranks, a cabinet whose first 
duty it will be to weather the com- 
ing Lausanne conference on war 
debts and reparations. 


After the return of the dJega- 


tion from Lausanne, the new cob- 
inet will have to face the Reich- 
stag, which probably will be dis- 
solved, after which new elections 
would have to be held which might 
well sweep Hitler into nower. 


President Von Hindenburg an- 


nounced he intended to follow reg- 
ular parliamentary procedure in 
forming a new cabinet. This means 
that he will first summon Paul 
Loebe, speaker of the Reichstag, 
and then in turn the leaders of 
the verious parties in the order of 
their present Reichstag strength. 


It was semi-offlcially announced 
that no personal differences exist- 
ed between the President and Dr. 
Bruening and that thc old Field 
Marshal would write the retiring 
chancellor a letter expressing his 
appreciation and affection. 


The cabinet's resignation came 


shortly after the supreme court .t 
Lcipsic had held that

pressing the American Col- 
onies. 
During that mem- 


orable speech, occurred one 
of the most dramatic scenes 
«ver enacted in a legislative 
assembly. 


The House of Burgesses 


had been thrown into an up- 
roar by the introduction of 
resolutions denying the pow- 
er of Great Britain .to tax 
the Colonies without their 
consent. Henry moved the 
resolutions, and immediate- 
ly they were opposed by the 
majority of the house. The 
debate grew warm, and Pat- 
rick 
Henry 
supporting 


them, denounced as tyran- 
ny, the Stamp Act. 


"Caesar had 'his Brutus," 


thundered Henry, "Charles 
the First, his Cromwell.— 
and George the Third—." 
"Treason," cried the Speak- 
er—"treason, 
t r e a s o n , " 
' echoed from every part of 
''the house. 
"It was," says 


' Judge Tyler, an eye-wit- 
' ness, "one of those trying 


moments which is decisive 
of character. Henry falter- 
ed not for an instant; but 


and fixing on the Speaker 
an eye of the most determin- 
ed fire, he finished his sen- 
tence with the firmest em- 
phasis—'may profit by their 
example. If this be treason, 
make the most of it.' " 


This account of the fa- 


mous speech was approved 
by Thomas Jefferson who 
was later to frame the Dec- 
laration 
of Independence

"Greece 
in all its greatness 


and power recognized that one 
of the greatest prerequisites of a 
truly great and powerful nation 
is—culture or education. In fact, 
Greece's prominence in the worlc 
affairs of its day lay in its 
educated populace. The Greek na- 
tion was the • first to foster free 
intellectual activity. 
The Greek 


rulers realized that to be truly 
happy, contented, 
and 
prosper- 


ous one must be developed men- 
tally as well as physically and 
socially. In education, this 'nation 
far excelled all other rivals, in 
fact, they studied almost every 
subject that is to be found in the 
curriculum of the" modern high 
school. 
' 


"Trigonometry, 
geometry, alge- 


bra, and all forms of mathemat- 
ics; physics, chemistry, astrology 
and other natural sciences; his- 
tory, 
economics, 
and 
social 


sciences; and all forms of gym- 
nastics for the development ol 
th* physical being were stressed 
by this, nation. The Hebrew pec- 
pie through monasteries, temples, 
etc., furnished the world with the 
second phase of education, relig- 
ious education. These two. forms, 
the 
Greek 
and 
Hebrew, 
com- 


bined about the 12th or 13th cen- 
turies, forming one class of edu- 
cation which stressed both intel- 
lectual and religious or moral de- 
velopment. 
Two Distinct Groups 


"Reviewing briefly for a few 


but n»n* was given after this. 
Over 70,000 white- people and 90 
per cent of all the negroes wire 
illiterate during 
UHs period 
in 


our statt history. 'Crime at this 
time 
was 
prevalent 
throughout 


the state. It was during this 
period that the National Bureau 
of Education stated that Texas 
was 'the darkest field education- 
ally in the United States.' 
First Public Schools 


"When the Texas constitution 


was reframed in 1869 it provided 
for public schools. These schools 
were almost prisons in* that a state 
board of education, composed of 
the governor, the superintendent 
of public instruction, and the at- 
torney general had absolute au- 
thority in legislative and judicial 
power In all school matters. Aft- 
er this system became 
intoler- 


able, the present system was In- 
augurated in 1875. Although there 
has 
been 
considerable change 


since then the system as a whole 
is the .same. Under this system 
Corslcana built her first public 
high school in-1884 along with 
El Paso, Fort Worth and Waco. 
Prior to that time there were 
eight high schools in Texas. 


"What does It cost to main- 


tain public 
schools in Texas? 
This question is foremost in the 
minds of the taxpayer and pro- 
gressive citizen of this or any 
other 
state, 
especially 
at 
this 


time. On each <100 property val- 
uation we pay approximately 37 
cents, to the public schools of 
Texas.. In every problem of pub- 
lic concern there is a line of 
demarcation between that which 
is desirable and that which is 
undesirable. 
Have 
we 
reached 


this line in education, in Texas? 
Are we over-emphasizing educa- 
tion? 


Contrast* Shown 


"The following 
statistics and 


moments the 
educational situa- 


tion 
in the 
American colonies 


prior to and immediately 
after 


the 
revolution, one can 
easily 


see that this "nation was divided 
into two 
distinct and 
separate 


groups, the North and South, on 
this question as they were later 
in our history on the question of 
slavery and secession. The South 
as a whole 
had few, 
if any, 


schools, either public or private. 
A plantation owner, if he could 
afford it, often hired a private tu- 


These tasks led to .the position tor for his children; consequently 


•f the first president, and it was 
from this office that the mental 
ability of the man was taxed to 
the highest degree, and this edu- 
cation was martialed out to rule 
a nation which had sprung up 
so quickly that It knew not its 
own strength and possibilities. 


"At the end of his second term 


in 
office, 
he was 
able in his 


farewell address to give his val- 
uation of education as a whole. 
In this, his last speech, he names 
four elements for political pros- 
perity. Th* second of these stated 
the necessity for promoting insti- 
tutions for the general diffusion 
of 
knowledge. Btfore he 
gave 
this to his audience, however, he 
placed religion and morality as 
the first element to success. Per- 
haps he meant the two to go 
hand in hand, for without edu- 
cation one can not fathom the 
depths of conscience or character. 


"At least, he was now able, 


after exercising his intellect and 
judgment, to retire In the sun- 
set of hi* life and enjoy some 
of the fruits of his service. Wash- 
ington had learned that 'He who 
save, his life, shall lose It, and 
he who loses his life, shall find 


"The 
first leader of our nation 


had so completely found hi* life 
in doing for other* that the suc- 
ceeding generation* can find no 
greater character in the anna!* 
of national history. This element 
of 
selfsaeriflce was the corner- 
stone upon 
which 
Washington, 


the man, was built 
"His soldiers, 
unpaid, 
unfed. 


freezing in rags in the winter 
snows, lick and desperate in the 
darkest day* 
of our struggle*, 
dune to him as a solid rock in 
•wirling rapids; It wa* not from 
their belief in his genius as a

the general mass, those persons 
who could not afford this, were 
not educated. Some of the higher 
offcials, such as the governor of 
Virginia, did not want the com- 
mon people to be educated. This

"Coming to our own state, one 


finds that the first attempts at 
education were made by mission- 
aries in the missions of South 
Texas. These missionaries, in or- 
der to convert the Indians, had 
to teach them 
the 
elementary 


principals of reading and writing. 
The next important step in our 
system came in 1827. Mexico con- 
trolled Texai, and the states of 
Coahuila and' Texas were com- 
bined 
under 
one 
constitution 


which provided for public instruc- 
tion. These schools were to teach 
reading, writing, arithmetic, the 
chateclim of the Christian faith. 


brief and simple explanation of 


th* constitution, and the rights 
and duties 
of men In 
society. 


During the year 1831 only 77 pu- 
pils out of 1197 scholastics at- 
tended school. 
"During the Civil war the state 


system ceased to function, Sixty- 
two cent per capita was distrlb-

figures 
substantiate 
the belief 
that we are not. 
In 1872 there 
was 
a scholastic 
population of 


228,000 in this state. Each stu- 
dent was apportioned $1.81 for 
educational 
purposes, making a 


total of $405,000. In contrast to 
this, during the 1930-31 term, over 
1,660,000 students received $17.50 
each for a 
total of 
$27,362,000. 
During the year 1919-20 the state 
spent $3,749,000 for textbooks for 
an average of $3.25 per -student; 
while in 1929-30 only $1,867,000 
was spent for an average of $1.43 
per student. For the year 1918-20 
there were 28,000 
teachers who 


received 
an average 
salary of 


$643 per year. 1929-30 the teach- 
ers of Texas, 43,000 strong, re- 
ceived an average of $1051 •each. 
At the present time, you, the

- "Sometimes we may ask our- 
selves the question, 1* it all worth 
while. Is the accusation of an 
ex-governor that we've gone "hog-

Are we getting fair returns on 
our educational 
Investment? At 
this particular period of economic 
dificultv do we need to retrench 
our educational 
expenditures, or 
do we need to renew our efforts 
at putting across an even greater 
program of education? 
Ainu of Education 


"Let us first consider the alms 


of education. Jesus declared the 
aim of His life in very definite 
and compelling, terms: 'I came 
that men might have 
life, and 
have it mor* abundantly.' 
De- 


mocracy voices the same ideals 
in its aims, 'Life, 
liberty, and 
the pursuit of haplness.' Plato 
said, 'Only that state is healthy 
and can thrive which increasing- 
ly endeavor* to improve the In- 
dividual who constltues it.' To- 
day educators speak in similar 
terms, when they speak of the 
aims of education, as preparing 
one for 'complete living,' or de- 
veloping 'social efficiency.'

attended 
elementary 


schools in Virginia until he was 
16, after which he atudied sur-

After a short period of time in 
which Washington 
learned that 


a surveyor had to know more of 
woodcraft than he did, of math- 
ematics, events 
caused him 
to

Natural Leader 


"He was naturally a leader. His 


physique caused him to be taken 
for an aristocrat. Hi* blue-gray 
eyes 
were 
heavy-browed 
and 


widely separated, leading one to 
believe that he possessed a alow 
but sure mind. His resolute look- 
Ing mouth and firm chin told of 
bis 
courage, 
both 
moral 
and 
physical. In spite of his limited 
education and the fact that he 
had no culture, except that which 
came from good companionship, 
he had wisdom gained from ex- 
perience. His .soundness of judg- 
ment was 
apparent upon more 


than one occasion, and to show 
Lhat he had earnestness of pur- 
pose one need only to quote, 'I 
nope I shall always possess firm- 
ness and virtue enough to main- 
tain what I consider the most 
enviable of all titles, the charac- 
ter of an' "Honest Man".' 


"His positive nature is revealed 


by examples of determination and

George Washington in his fare- 
well address to the American na- 
tion stated: 'Promote, then, as 
an object of primary importance, 
nstltution* for the general diffu- 
sion of knowledge. In proportion 
as the structure of a government 
fives force to public opinion, it 
s essential that the public opln- 
on ihould be enlightened.' Edu- 
cation today has brought about 
a common culture. It has main- 
tained a common language In this 
country although there are thou- 
sands of foreigner* pouring into 
our nation each year. Education 
has decreased the illiteracy from 
six per cent to less than three 
per cent, according to Dr. George 
3. Strayer, of Columbia univer- 
sity, "among the 
countries of 


he world those that show the 
greatest 
economic 
strength are 


hose in 
which 
education 
has 
most certainly been made avail- 
able for the whole population." 


"Today is not the 
time 
for 


us to let up on our educational 
>rogram. Greater tasks lie just 


"This does not mean that he

had. It is said that his private 
life was happy and well ordered, 
for George and Martha kept the 
doors of Mt. Vernon open to such 
an extent that Mt. Vernon'* hos- 
pitality 
is known 
.today. The 


home was well furnished by Mar- 
fh,a Washington, and kept in or- 
der by servants, who were under 
her guidance. Even though Wash- 
ington was the master of the 
world 
without, 
Martha 
ruled 


within the 
walls of her home. 
The 
order 
of affairs, 
however, 


was simple, for Washington was 
a simple', methodical man, and 
would endure no other type of 
life. 


"He preferred remaining close 


to his home and his family, de- 
voting his time to them and to 
the development 
of the estate. 


He had no ambition for a career 
elsewhere, and did not plan one. 
When the call came for him to 
lead his country, 
he accepted, 


for he considered it was for the 
service of his country and a pa- 
triotic duty. He often found time 
for outdoor sports, and his diary 
tells of fox hunts and duck hunts, 
trips that he thoroughly enjoyed. 
Therefore, we see that a leader 
should be developed along , every 
line, for Washington was develop- 
ed even in the field of music and 
farming. He was a devotee of 
the concert 
and opera. In the 


music room of Mt. Vernon is a 
harpischord that Washington im- 
ported from London for Martha 
and her 
granddaughter, 
Mellie 


there is In people. 
Studied to Become Surveyor 
"Washington's type of 
educa- 
tion 
naturally 
caused him to 


form an opinion on the subject, 
which today is the cause of many 
questions. He believed in a prac- 
tical curriculum; In. other words 
that one should receive training 
In the profession or career that 
he intends to follow. Washing- 
ton himself studied mathematics 
and engineering in order that he 
might become a surveyor. In this 
belief of a practical education he 
was in advance of his time, for 
the schools of that day and time 
emphasized 
classicism. 
He 
also 


believed that the youth of the 
United States should be educated 
in America, and not in foreign 
countries, an idea which we to- 
day should put into practice. 


"One of Washington's first con- 


tributions to education was the 
establishment of Alexandria acad- 
emy. 
The foundation of this in- 
stitution of learning was for the 
purpose of providing an educa- 
tion 
for 
orphans 
and 
children 


whose parents were limited finan- 
cially. The school was once at- 
tended by Gen. Robert E. Lee 
and is still In use today. Wash- 
ington's second contribution was 
the share of the James River 
company, which he donated to 
the Liberty Hall academy at Lex- 
ington, Vs., which school at the 
time was about to have to close 
its doors, 
because of 
lack of 


funds to maintain it. This gift 
was ao much appreciated by the

tion was to establish a national 
university in Washington, a wish 
which has never been realized. 
His firm, fast belief in organiza- 
tion and the need for 
training led him to tl 
the founding 
of, such a school 


would train 'American men in the 
field of scientific government. He 
failed in this endeavor, for al- 
though he mentioned his plan tb 
congress several times, congress- 
men took no action on the mat- 
ter. To show that he was sincere 
In the hope of being able to 
execute his plan, he made men- 
tion of it in his will but we 
know that his hopes were in vain. 


"We know that oft times Wash- 


ington 
suffered 
adversity. 
So 


have we, for today we are pass- 
ing 
through 
a 
critical 
period. 


Washington 
struggled 
to 
over- 
come difficulties, 
so should we 


of today. Washington 
serves as 


an ideal not because of impracti- 
cability, but because of his stead- 
fastness of purpose and' initiative.

SALES TAX IS ALSO DISCUSS- 


ED BUT NO STATEMENT 


ISSUED AFTERWARD 


WASHINGTON, May 30.—(/P)— 
For the second time In ten days 
President 
Hoover 
and 
Senator 
Borah of Idaho, dry champion, to- 
day discussed the subject of a pro- 
hibition plank in the republican 
platform but whether they came 
any closed to an agreement was 
not made known. 
The impending sales tax dispute 
in the senate also was given some 
attention at a white house break- 
fast conference between the presi- 
dent and his leading campaigner 
in 1928. 
'-Senator Borah indicated after- 
ward he had not changed his plans 
to remain away from the Chicago 
convention. After their first meet- 
ing ten days ago, the impression 
was gained that Borah had gone 
away 
dissatisfied 
after 
turning 
down flatly all tentative proposals 
by various party leaders for a 
referendum plank.

The president's position on the 
plank has not been .stated. He is 
keeping in close touch with prohi- 
bition leaders and there is no doubt 
he will see more of Senator Borah 
before the matter is threshed out. 
The senator has drafted his own 
prohibition plank but is closely 
guarding its text. He shaped the 
rigid enforcement plank .of 1928 
and is known to hold the view that 
the only true referendum on pro- 
hibition or any other subject is by 
the election of members of the 
house and senate to carry out the 
will of the electorate.

—WP)—Three hundred World War 
veterans en route from New Or- 
leans to Washington to insist on 
bonus legislation arrived here to- 
day with tired and aching feet be- 
caus*s.of having walked 50 miles 
from Slidell, La. 
They camped at Slidell yester- 


day to await freight trains but 
none passed so they continued the 
journey on foot. 
The brigade made camp in

park on the outskirts of Bay St.

The robber who was 


with her was 
fatally 
wounded, 


and slumped to the ground. 


His companions placed his form 


into the automobile. 


A gun battle ensued when I. Z. 


Thompson, town marshal, opened 
fire upon the robbers. The first 
shots were fired by Forrest Brad- 
ley, merchant, from aj*. upstairs 
widow as Miss Aggas was being 
kidnaped. 


At an Okmulgee hospital, two 


operations were performed upon 
/the girl, who was not as fcadly 
inured as at first reported. 
She 


received a serious wound in the 
lower jaw from & shotgun but was 
unable to eay whether she was 
wounded by one of the robbers or 
by stray shots from Bradley's or 
Thompson's / gun. 
She was shot 


before entering the car. 


One of the bandits held Miss 


Aggas on his lap in the front 
seat of the automobile. In 
the 


back seat lay the fatally wound- 
ed man. When the car reached 
a point near Coalton, south of 
here, the robbers transferred 
to 


another 
automobile, leaving the 


wounded girl and the then dead 
robber in the abandoned car. 


Miss' Aggas staggered to the 


main highway and dropped un- 
conscious. A few minutes later 
she was found by Baron Skinner, 
her 
fiance, who * had 
joined 
in 


the chase, 


The bookkeeper discounted re- 


ports that Charles "Pretty Boy" 
Floyd was one ot the robbers, 
saying she would recognize him. 
The body of the

robber 


was taken to Okmulgee, where
